wiretapped conversations, as 
a “palpable, damnable lie.” 
Mitchell said that to this 
day he remains uncertain of

got to the bottom of it,” he

But he admitted that he 
was aware in advance that 
Magruder would lie to the

Mitchell said he found 
out about this just after the 
Watergate burglary June 17,

Mitchell testified with the

January 1972 to May 1973, with 
without prepared testimony. 
His wife Martha, did not 
appear at the hearing during 
the
